Do all blueprints fit F.H.A. requirements? 

Yes, All plans are designed to meet F.H.A. 
standards. Certain building codes and local or- 
dinances sometimes vary for particular localities, 
because of climate or local customs. Minor 
changes that may be occasioned by these varia- 
tions can be handled by your local contractor. 

Do you furnish specification sheets? 

We do. At no extra cost, and with all plans, 
we will send you the F.H.A. standard specifica- 
tion form with all pertinent information filled in 
by the architect. These sheets should be used as 
the basis of a contract with yoyr contractor or 
builder. They also enable you to get financing 
for your house at the lowest possible rate. These 
specification sheets will prove to be time savers 
for you. If you are doing your own building, or 
do not require financing, they are still valuable, 
since they specify the quality of all important 
materials, which will aid you immeasurably in 
dealing with your suppliers. 



Can you tell me how much my home will cost 
to build? 

Each plan has been tested many times in ac- 
tual construction, but prices vary so much these 
days from one area to another that only your 
on-the-spot expert (builder, contractor, material 
dealer, etc.) can give you precise information of 
this kind. Costs will also depend upon the extras 
you put into your house, and may be reduced 
if you plan to do some of the work yourself. 
At present, costs vary between $10-$ 15 per 
square foot, based on the assumption that all 
work is done by a contractor. 

I like one of your plans very much but want to 
see what it looks like when it is built. Can 
you tell me where, in my neighborhood, I 
could see this house? 

We do not often know where and when the 
people who have bought our plans intend to build 
their new houses. We would like to furnish this 
information, but it is only in rare instances that 
we can do so. 



What are the advantages of an architect-designed 
house? 

A house designed by an architect who is a 
small-home specialist has all the features that 
you look for and want. Comfort and convenience 
in living are planned within an attractive exterior. 
Every foot of livable space is made use of to 
your advantage. From a practical point of view, 
it is easier to obtain the best mortgaging and 
financing on such a house. If you should ever 
want to sell it, you'll get a much better price for 
the architect-designed house. It has extra value 
built in. 

I like one of your houses, but it would fit bet- 
ter on my lot if it were reversed. I prefer the 
garage on the left instead of the right, etc. 
Can I get reversed plans? 

All plans can be furnished to build the origi- 
nal with sides reversed. In this case, we send 
you one regular set of blueprints for the letter- 
ing and figures, and all other sets with sides 
mechanically reversed as in a mirror. There is 
no extra charge for this service. 

Can you make changes in blueprints for me? 

Your contractor can. Using our blueprints as 
a starting point, he can make changes in dimen- 
sions easily and more cheaply than if your plan 
had to be drawn from scratch. But before you 
consider major alterations, why don't you look 
around among our other plan books (on the in- 
side back cover). You're sure to find exactly 
what you want among our many plans. 





Can I build my house of brick or concrete block, 
although the description calls for frame con- 
struction? 

You can. Only the width of the exterior walls 
must be adjusted. This can easily be done by 
your contractor from the blueprints we send you. 

Are material lists furnished with blueprints? 

Complete lists showing exact quantities of all 
materials frequently are not in your interest be- 
cause they prevent you from taking advantage 
of local products which are often more economi- 
cal to use and easier to obtain than those listed. 
Climate and building site are important factors 
in setting up standards of quantity, as well as 
quality, control. Therefore, your general con- 
tractor, material or lumber dealer is better 
equipped than we are to make up such a list, 
with prices, so that there won't be any long- 
distance guesswork about the cost of your home, 

I would like to have a utility room in the plan 
I like, but not a cellar. How can I do this 
with your blueprints? 

The space occupied by cellar steps is just about 
enough for the necessary utility room for a fur- 
nace and a water heater. You may even be able 
to use the same door, but in some instances, it 
may be necessary to move the entrance. This 
change can be made easily from our blueprints 
by your contractor.

To the back, is the dining room, where 
another picture window offers a through sweep to 
the garden. The windowed den is an all-purpose 
room for hospitality and cheer, readily adaptable as 
a television room, game room or junior living room.

The 
gables and dormers that add interest to the roof line 
outside, promise a wealth of extras within: two large 
bedrooms and bath to be finished on the future 
second floor, and a wonderful storage eave. Good 
circulation is starred inside, with no need to turn any 
major room into a corridor. To the left of the pleas- 
ant entry there is the handsome living room, with a 
picture window overlooking the garden, and a smart, 



stone fireplace. An open arch leads to the dining 
room, so convenient to the step-saver kitchen, and 
opening to the flagstone porch for family fun. To the 
right of the front hall three large, well-ventilated 
bedrooms offer sleeping comfort — and a private stall- 
shower bathroom for the parent's bedroom. Good 
living today is enhanced by the promise of more, 
tomorrow.

The dining room is hospitable, and informal meals 
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are perfect in the sunny dining alcove off the kitch- 
en. The cleverly placed service lavatory doubles as 
a guest powder room. And for the bedrooms, com- 
fortable and private on the second floor: see how 
easily, without any sacrifice of real comfort, you can 
have four good sized bedrooms instead of three, with 
no loss of storage space in the change.

With a Garden View 
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This expandable ranch house is designed for easy 
upkeep. The plan shows a stairway to the full base- 
ment, but if you prefer, the play room can become 
a utility room, opening to the garage. It's big enough 
for washing machine and dryer as well as heating 
equipment and there's plenty of room for indoor 
clothes drying in bad weather. Off the L-shaped 
living-dining room is the family sized kitchen with the 
work area compact and step-saving. For quick clean- 



ups, it's right next to the bathroom which is also 
accessible from the front hall. The two bedrooms 
downstairs, each with double exposures, can be sup- 
plemented by two more at the head of the stairs, 
each large enough for twin beds and with storage 
space galore. Or leave your attic unfinished for a 
two bedroom rambler.

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Everybody's Favorite 

Here is a house that has all the features of modern 
convenience, with the charming traditional setting 
that means "home". A large living room, a hospitable 
dining room, a cheery kitchen, all are important to 
those people who want to build today for a happy 
family future. Though the trim exterior has the popu- 
lar story and a half ranch look, this is really a full 
two story house, with two tremendous bedrooms up- 
stairs, and ample closet space. The smaller bedroom 
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has a dressing room alcove, the charming eave above 
the front door. Downstairs there's another corner 
bedroom, at the back for privacy, and next to the 
stall shower and bathroom, a perfect suite for an old- 
er member of the family. Here is a house that is 
truly everybody's favorite.

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though open on two sides, is secluded enough for 
outdoor dining, truly an extra room in the long sum- 
mer months. 

All the rooms are tremendous, including the un- 
finished bedrooms upstairs, where the closets and 
storage are unusually generous, too. And note the 
three exposures up here, for ventilated comfort all 
year 'round.

Counting 
the enormous all-purpose room (with 2 closets) 
there are three bedrooms and two baths on the first 
level, and for future expansion for the larger fam- 
ily, there is a plan for two more bedrooms and a

All the charm of the traditional Cape Cod house has 
been recaptured here in this story and a half house 
of fieldstone and siding.
